Richard Snell, Who Brought 
Suit, Will Get but $50. 
Left to Him. 





Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
SPRINGFIELD, Iil., 
Mabelle Snell McNamara, the famous 
“letter writer’’ of the Snell will case, 
has won her fight for thousands 
ot dollars of the late Col. Snell's 
$2,000,000 estate, while the Colonel's 
only living son, Richard, stands disin- 

herited. 

In a decision handed down to@ay the 
Illinois Supreme Court holds that the 
De Witt County Circuit Court erred in 
setting aside the Colonel’s will, which 
was contested by the son on the ground 
that the eccentric millionaire was in- 
sane when he wrote it. 

The son maintained that Col. Snell 
was unbalanced mentally and that this 
was indicated by the votume of letters 
he received from his women friends, 
and to support this contention the son 
introduced in evidence scores: of letters 
which probably are without a parallel 
in Illinois court history. 

Most of them were identified as hav- 
ing been written by Mabelle Snell, the 
old man’s grandniece, now Mrs. Me- 
Namara of Kansas City. , 

Kstate to B-: Held in Trust. 

Under the will and {ts codicils, Ma- 
belle Snell received am annuity, in ad- 
dition to valuable  préperty. Richa, 
Snell was given $50. The remainder of 
the estate was to be held in trust until 
the ‘“‘youngest lining relative’ of the 
testator should reach maturity. It was 
estimated that by the time the youngest 
grandchild of Col. Snell became _. years 
old, the estate would be worth §1,000,- 
(00,000. 

Richard Snell, representing the sev- 
eral disinherited relatives, filed suit to 
break the will The first trial resulted 
in a hung jury. The second trial, held 
at Clinton, Ill, broke the will, giving 
to Richard Snell approximately $700,000 
in real estate and bank stock. 

The case was carried to the Supreme 
Court by the attorneys representing 
Mabelle Snell McNamara, who did not 
deny the authenticity of the latters in- 
troduced by Richard Snell, but who 
argued that they were not evidence of 
tmsanity. 

The Supreme Court upholds this con- 
tention, saying: ‘“‘The existence of tm- 
proper relations with a legatee would 
be no reason at all for setting aside a 
will, and would not.of themselves prove 
undue influence. 


Lerwer Court Erred. 
The Court holds that there was no 


evidence that Mabelle Sneil ever spoke 
or wrote to Col. Snell about the terms 
of his will. The Circuit Court erred in 
even considering her letters to 
Snell, affectionately called ‘‘Bah”’ 
his intimates, the decision says. 

“The letters found in the trunk are 
not competent evidence on the ques- 
tion of the testator’s mental capacity to 
make a will,”” the Court continues, ‘‘and 
Snell's memoranda on the back of the 
letters shows only moral delinquency. 
It has no tendency to show either in- 
sanity or undue influence. 

“If he was dissolute and profligate 
and his conduct was disgraceful and 
reprehensible, it would not affect his 
ability to make a will. Evidence which 
tends only to blaoken the reputation of 
the testator is not admissible, and the 
Court, in admitting it, was both errone- 
ous and prejudicial."’ 

Made Comments on Letters. 

In Col. Snell's trunk, along with the 
letters from Mabelle Snell, were found 
similar communications from a minis- 
ter's wife and other women in Clinton. 
They showed that while the old million- 
aire was planning to disinherit his only 
son, he was lavishing gifts of money and 
clothing on his women acquaintances. 

The memoranda to which the Supreme 
Court refers consisted of penciled nota- 
tions on the letters in the trunk. identi- 
fied as the Colonel's handwriting. “This 
is a good one,” and “he sure and read 
this one, it's the best I ever got.’ were 
typical comments he made on his jet- 
ters. He was more than 99 years old 
when he died.

Attorney - General’s Actions 
Perfectly Proper and Legal, 
Chief Executive Says. 





JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 19.—Gov. 
Hadley gave out an interview today 
declaring the ®wWaters-Pierce Oil Co. is 
entitled to no immunity from the State 
in connection with the Supreme Court's 
judgment of ouster against it. 

“I have been reading these articles 
and interviews purporting to come from 
the representatives of the Waters-Plerce 
Oil Co.,”" said the Governor. ‘The ef- 
forts that these parties are making to 
discredit Attorney-General Major at the 
beginning of his official term, by charg- 
ing that the action that he had taken 
was ‘hasty and ill-advised’ are thorough- 
characteristic and entirely unwarranted. 

“The Waters-Pierce Oil Co. was given 
until Feb. 15 to present evidence to 
the Court that it had ceased to vio- 
late the laws of the State. On that 
date, it filed a paper in court, saying 
that it would comply with the judgment 
of the Court and submit itself to its 
orders. 

“As it presented no evidence that it 
had coased to violate the laws of the 
State by being a party to the combina- 
tion which was charged to exist, the 
Attorney-General, after consulting with 
Mr. Kennish and myself, very properly 
filed the motion which seems to have 
displeased the representatives of the 
Waters-Pierce Oil Co. 

Tactics Not New, 

‘Such tactics, however, are not new 
and are not likely to mislead anybody. 
For three years these same parties 
charged that my action in prosecuting 
this case was ’ill advised and a mere 
play to the galleries.’ 

“Since the decision of the Supreme 
Court has exploded this claim, they are 
now directing their attention towards 
my successor. 

It is claimed that no pleading was 
filed by the State in answer to the 
application of the Standard Oil Co. of 
Indiana and that Attorney-General Ma- 
jor and myself are favoring the appli- 
cation of that company to be permitted 
to continue to do business under the 
superMsion and regulation of the State. 
This statement is also incorrect. 

“Immediately upon the filing of the 
application of the Standard Oi] Co. of. 
Indiana, a pleading was filed in court 
by the Attorney-General and Mr. Ken- 
nish, asking that the State be given an 
opportunity to be heard in case the 
Court was disposed to consider the ap- 
plication, and the only public expres- 
sion that has been made by thé At- 
torney-General and myself in reference 
to this application was to the effect 
that the proposition was not, in our 
opinion, to be summarily dismissed as 
unworthy of consideration, 


x e Denounced Hadley. 
The p B is also made by ‘the rep- 


resentatives of the’ Waters-Pierce Oi! 
Co. that in’ my argument before the 
Supreme Court I denounced H. Clay 
Pierce and spoke in approyal of John D. 
Archbold. 

“This statement is only partly true. 
I not only denounced H. Clay Pierce in 
my argument before the Supreme Cotirt, 
but also in my argument before the 
commissioner, and, in fact, on a num- 
ber of occasions during tHe progress of 
the case, when he failed to keep. the 
agreements that he had made and that 
his attorneys had made for him to ap- 
pear and testify. 

“The only comment that I made upon 
Mr. Archbold was that his testimony 
was frankly given and substantially 
correct, a comment which, unfortunate- 
ty, I was not able to make upon the 
testimony of Mr. Pierce. 

“The position that I have consistently 
taken in this litigation from the very 
beginning was that there were no acts 
in violation of the laws of the State 
which had been committed by the 
Standard Oil Co. of Indiana and the 
Republic Oil Co. that the Waters-Pierce 
Ol] Co., under the management of H. 
Clay Pierce, had not been equally guilty 
of, and I have also contended at all 
times that the question of punishment 
was a question for the Court alone to 
decide. 

“I have always believed, and believe 
now, that it is inadvisable for a State 
to impose fines upon business corpora- 
tions for violations of the law and to 
leave them free to assess the amount 
of fines against the public in increased 
charges. 

Effort at Concealment, 

“I am reliably informed that following 
this judgment a proposition was made 
by the Pierce interests in the Waters- 
Pierce Oll Co. to conceal the Standard 
Oll ownership of a majority of the 
stock, and in that way enable that ocm- 
pany to continue to do business in the 
State. 

“This proposition was, I understand, 
rejected by the Standard Oi] Co. The 
fact that it was made, however, fur- 
nished a justification for subjecting any 
proposition that is offered by that com- 
pany to the closet scrutiny.”

Pardon Attétney Blake will request 
Gov. Hadley to revoke the parole grant- 
ed by former Gov. Folk to Anthony 
End, who was arrested in St. Louis yes- 
terday charged with a serious offense 
against Adele Winters, 9 years old, of 
3145 Easton avenue. 

End was convicted on a similJar charge 
in May, 1908, and was sentenced to the 


penitentiary for six years. He was par- 
doned by Gov. Folk the last day he was 
in office. 

“If it can be shown that End is 
guilty of the charge preferred by little 
Adele Winters, I shall do everything 
in my power to have him returned to 
the penitentiary,’’ said Blake. y 

‘In my judgment, the recent State 
administration was too lenient in its 
treatment of convicted criminals. The 
records of my office show that Gov. 
Folk pardoned outright from the peni- 
tentiary 57 persons and commuted the 
sentence of 828. — 

Many Paroles Violated, 

“On the day he left effice he told 
me he regretted he had not issued 
more pardons. So far as I can learn, 
probably one-third if not more of these 
paroles have been violated. In all such 
cases I propose to send the paroled 
men back to prison. | 

“The case of ‘Connie’ Sullivan was a 
flagrant example of the miscarriage of 
justice. I never could understand why 
Sullivan was paroled. 

“T do not hesitate to say that I am 
unalterably opposed to recommending a 
pardon uniess the facts show that the 
guilt of the convict can reasonably be 
doubted. , 

“T have little sympathy with a juror 
who will vote in the jury room to send 
a culprit to the penitentiary and a 
month or so afterwards sign a petition 
to have him released. 

“There is a case before me now of a 
woman who cruelly treated a child, first 
beating the little one and then burning 
it with a stove lid. She was convicted 
and sentenced to two years. Before 
she is sent to the penitentiary I am pe- 
titioned by the Judge, the jury, prose- 
cuting attorney and everybody else to 
pardon her. It’s a tough case, but why 
was she convicted if the jurors did not 
want her to go to prison? ' 

“Regarding pardled prisoners, Judging 
by what I read, it seems to me about 
60 per cent go wrong again.”

BAGGOT SEEN AT 








NEGRO INSIST 


Roustabout Declares He No- 
ticed Missing Man Between 
1o A. M. and 12 M. 








Detectives Callahan and Rodgers, de- 
tailed to search the Levee district for 
clews that might throw light on the 
disappearance of William Baggot, the 
missing real estate man, believe they 
have found evidence to show that Mr. 
Baggot was on the wharfboat at the 
foot of Washington avenue between 10 
VYclock and noon Tuesday. 

Tuesday evening Baggot’s hat was 
found on the Diamond Jo wharfboat 
on a little pile of snow. It was not 
wet, broken or dirty, but seemed to 
have been recently laid there. 

The detectives called on Capt. Park- 
er of the steamboat Susie Hazzard, 
which is tied up at the dock. The 
crew was gummoned and closely ques- 
tioned by the detectives and by King 
Baggot. 

None remembered having seen Bag- 
got on the dock until Jim Hudson, a 
negro roustabout, the marf who found 
the hat and turned it over to the night 
watchman at the dock Tuesday night, 
remembered that he had seen a man 
who answered the description of Mr. 
Baggot loitering about the dock in the 
morning. He gave a fairly good de- 
scription of Baggot in the man he saw. 
' In this connection it is interesting 
that it was on the Levee at the foot 
of Washington avenue last July that 
William Baggot was thrown from his 
buggy and his head struck an elevated 
railroad pier, causing an injury that 
again made itself apparent during his 
ilIness just before his disappearance. 
The theory that during his illness some- 
thing drew him to the spot in a moment 
of derangement, where he had been 
hurt, iss considered feasible. 

This was the only bit of information 
concerning Baggot that the detectives 
were able to discover, after a search 
that took in every Levee building from 
cellar to garret. 

Baggot’s sons have reached the con- 
clusion that he is dead. 

Neither the Baggot family nor the 
police place much importance on the 
reports of Alfred N. Beger of. 2643A 
Chippewa street, a sewing machine 
salesman, who says he saw Baggot at 
Lafayette avenue and Broadway Mon- 
day afternoon: nor that of William Col- 
lins of 210 South Eleventh street, that 
he saw Baggot going North on Eleventh 
street between 10 and 11 o’clock Monday 
morning. . 

Both men say that Baggot was hat- 
less. Baggot’'s hat was found on a iit- 
tle pile of snow on the wharfboat of the 
Diamond Jo line Tuesday evening in as 
good condition as if it had just come 
from his head. 

The police believe that Baggot would 
not have wandered around without & 
hat for a day without being identified, 
for the reason that a hatiess man in 
the middle of winter would attract at- 
tention anyway. Baggot was 58° well 
known that such an ecccntricity on his 
part would be noted immediately. 

Baggot was well known to almost Gv- 
ery policeman, politician and city off.- 
clal in St. Louis. He could not walk'a 
block in the downtown section without 
being greeted by acquaintances. , His 
habit of walking rapidly, as if he seemed 
to be anxious to get in @ 
hurry was noted.

CHICAGO, Feb. 19.—Edward, J. Leh- 
mann, millionaire vice-president of the 
Fair department store, and son of one 
of the richest women in Chicago, got 
a divorce from hig wife because she 
kicked his shins, scratched him, beat 
him and otherwise abused him. 
Mrs. Augusta Lehmann, mother of Ed- 
ward J., owns more vwhicago real es- 
tate than any other woman and owns 
the majority of the stock in two of 
the biggest department stores. 
The bill of complaint was filed at 4:15 
tharked “suppressed for serv- 
ice,”” and then withdrawn. At the same 
time an answer by the defendant and a 
replication by the complainant were 
filed. 
All the papers then were taken out of 
the office of Clerk Charles W. Vail of 
the Superior Court to the courtroom 
floors, where search for a Judge to hear 
the case began. Judge Chetlain consent- 
ed, and the complainant and a former 
employe testified. During the hearing 
Mrs. Lehmann, whose given name is 
Eva, and her sister sat in the rear of 
the courtroom, but she was not asked 
to testify. 
The Lehmanns were married in Au- 
gust, 1901, and lived together until Jan. 
239 last. 

Chauffeur Tells of Clash. 
Axel Fagerli, 2021 Magnolia avenue, a 
former chauffeur employed by Leh- 
mann, was the first witness, and told 
of the incident at the Bismarck Garden 
in 1906. : 
“Mr. Lehmann came out to the ma- 
chine,”” he said, ‘and Mrs. Lehmann 
behind him. He said: ‘I won't sit with 
those people,’ and then she struck him 
on the face.”’ 
Mr. Lehmann then was called to the 
stand. He said his residence was at 917 
Sheridan road. He told of the marriage 
and separation, and said they had two 
sons, Ernest J., 6 years old, and Ed- 
ward J. Lehmann Jr., 5 years old. 

“How did you treat Mrs. Lehmann?’ 
Attorney 8. 8S. Page asked. 

“As well as I knew how.”’ 

“She had a violent and hasty tem- 
per, had she not?’’

REPORT CALLS. 
DVER'S TRIAL FOR 
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Conducted to. Acquit Him of 
$61,000 Embezzlement, 
Committee Hints. 





AKINS IS EXONERATED 





Report Absolves Subtreasurer 
of Blame and He Will 
Be Reimbursed. 





Thomas J. Akins, United States Sub- 
treasurer in St. Louis, is entirely ab- 
solved from all liability for the dis- 
appearance of $61,500 from the Sub- 
treasury in October, 1906, and will be 
reimbursed to that amoynt, according to 
Washington dispatches, which say the 
bill to relieve him has been favorably 
reported to the House.of Representa- 
tives and probably will be passed in a 
fev $ 
l.. its report favoring the byl the 
House committee severely criticizes the 
trial of David P. Dyer Jr., who was 
tried and acquitted of a charge of em- 
bezzling the money. The report con- 
tains statements, that the trial was 
“evidently conducted for he purpose of 
acquitting Dyer.” 

Minority reports were submitted by 
Congressman Shackleford and Kitchin, 
two Democratic, members of the com- 
mittee. 

Frederick W. Lehmann, special assist- 
ant to the Attorney-General in the trial 
of the Dyer case, is quoted as nee ot | WO 
he felt there had been a miscarriage of 
justice in the trial, and on this point 
the report says: 

“The only wonder “ts that he did not 
say the trial was a farce from begin- 
ning to end, and conducted solely for 
the purpose of securtng the acquittal of 
the defendant, which he would have 
been more than justified In saying, in 
view of the facts. 

“This miscarriage of justice may be 
partly accounted for by.the fact that 
the record in this case shows that the 
defendant was the son of David P. Dyer, 
United States District Attorney, at St. 
Louis, and a brother of the Assistant 
United States District Attorney at the 
same place."’ 

The report explains at length that the 
committee found no evidence that Sub- 
treasurer Akins had been lax in his at- 
tention to his duties, or that he was in 
any degree personally responsible for 
the shortage in his office. It states 
there was no report or information of 
any kind in the possession of Mr. Akins 
up.to the time of the shortage of ex- 
travagant habits of Dyer or other em- 
ployes of the Subtreasury, and _ that 
there was no occasion for him *#to be 
suspicious of the employes. 

There is included in the report state- 
ments from R. P. Johnson, chief clerk 
in the Subtreasury; F. W. Lehmann, 
and the correspondence between Akins 
and Secretary Leslie M. Shaw and 
George J. Cortelyou. 

The minority reports submitted 
criticise the methods of the Treasury 
Department, and Mr. Akins’ manage- 
ment of the Subtreasury in St. Louis. 
These reports say that the shortage 
would not have occurred if the Sub- 
treasury had been under proper supervi- 


sion.

St. Louis temperance advocates differ 
as to the significance of the action of 
John G. Woolley of Chicago in announc- 
ing that he has withdrawn from the 
Prohibition party, of which he was the 
eandidate for President of the United 
States in 1900. 

In a statement given out in Omaha 
Mr. Woolley says that he believes e 
party has accomplished all the good it 
can and that further work can best 
be done along non-partisan lines. He 
will continue to be a Prohibitionist, he 
says. 

“The party,” he said, “reached its 
purpose in bringing the liquor question 
to a national issue. Having passed its 
usefulness there is no necessity for its 
being kept alive.’’ 

“= agree with Mr. Woolley’s statement 
that the liquor traffic can best be 
fought outside of party lines,” said E. 
J. Moore, superintendent of the Mis- 
sourl Anti-Saloon League. 

“That is and always has been the 
contention of the league. That the Pro- 
hibition party is-no longer representa- 
tive of the prohibition and temperance 
sentiment is well shown by the fact 
that it polled only 40W in Missouri at 
the last general eléction.”’ 

Mrs, Ingalls Net Surprised. 

“IT am not surprised at: anything Mr. 
Woolley may say,’ said Mrs. F. H. In- 
galls, leader of the W. C. T. WU. in 
Missouri. ‘‘Mr. Woolley has ceased to 
be in harmony with the temperance 
element of the United States. -The Pro- 
hibition party is a mighty force and its 
influence in restricting the liquor traf- 
fic has been very great. 

“The Prohibition party and the W. 
Se us 
Anti-Saloon League stands for license, 
for prohibition in localities, for local 
option. 

‘“‘Mr. Woolley is a fine man, a brilliant 
man and a friend of mine,” said Dr. 
W. B. Palmore, editor of the St. Louis 
Christian Advocate and prominent mem- 
ber of the Prohibition party. “I would 
not cdre to discuss what he has said 
in withdrawing from the party. This 
thing is in the air now and the people 
are so sensitive that any expression is 
apt to be misunderstood or miscon- 
strued.’’

RECOMMEND 


House Committee ats Re- 
duction of Import Tax 
From $6 to $2. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 19.—A reductior 
in the duty on news print paper from $6 
a ton to $2 a ton; the placing of ground 
wood on the free list, and the establish- 
ment of a duty of one-twelfth of a cent 
per pound on mechanically ground wood 
pulp are the recommendations of the 
select committee on pulp and paper in- 
vestigation’ which made its report to the 
House: today. 

The report states that it would seem 
that the production of news print paper 
or the other very cheap grades of paper 
are today dependent upon the continua- 
tion of cheap ground wood produced 





from spruce trees, and that that condi- | 
‘tion is likely to prevail in the future. 


An appeal is made for the conserva- 
tion of the forests. It is also suggested 
that the national Government start large 
tracts of young spruce forests. 

Duty on Ground Wood Pulp. 

The paragraph recommensed for inser- 
tion in the tariff bill placing a duty of 
one-twelfth of a cent per pound on 
mechanically ground wood pulp, pro- 
vides that this, article shall be admitted 
free of cuty from any country, depend- 
ency or other subdivisions of a Govern- 
ment which does not forbid or restrict 
the exportation of or does not impose 
an export duty or charge upon mechan- 
ically ground wood or pulp for use in 
the manufacture of wood pulp. The 
duties recommended for print paper are 

On print paper valued at not over 2% 
cents per pound, one-tenth of a cent a 
pound. 

On paper valued at more than 244 cents 
a pound and not over 2% cents a pound, 
two-tenths of a cent per pound.

CANT BE COERCED 
BY INDICT MENTS 


Indianapolis Editors Comment 
on Action of Federal 
Grand Jury. 





BRYAN IS INDIGNANT 





Russianization .of American 
Press Well Under Way, 
He Declares. 


Special tc the Post-Dispatch. 
INDIANAPOLIS,. Ind., Feb. 19.—Fol- 


lowing is the Indianapolis News’ edi- 
torial comment on the Federal grand 
jury’s indictments in the Panama Canal 
case: 


“The owners of the Indianapolis 
News were yesterday indicted by a 
grand jury of the District of Colum- 
bia on a charge that they had crim- 
inally libeled Theodore Roosevelt, 
W. H. Taft, Elihu Root, William 
Nelson Cromwell, J. Pierpont Mor- 
gan, Charles P. Taft and Douglas 
Robinson. Similar indictments were 
also returned against the New York 
World, its owner, Mr, ~ ‘itzer, and 
two of its editors, Mr. v+.n Hamm 
and Mr. Lyman. The issue present- 
ed by the indictments is, of course, 
one fcr the courts; so in regard to 
that, little or nothing need be said. 
But there is a wider issue concern- 
ing which, we think, a good deal will 
be said. Perhaps it is needless to 
say that the course of the News will 
be in no way influenced or affected 
by what has happened. We shall 
continue to discuss public questicns 
on their merits, as in the past, and 
to criticise public men without either 
personal or partisan bias. 

“This is the phase of the question 
that most concerns the public. It has 
a right to know that the functions of 
a free and independent newspaper 
will not cease to be performed. and 
also to know that no personal ele- 
ment will be allowed to obtrude itself 
in any of the criticisms that we may 
feel called upon to make, We shall 
not be coerced into silence, nor 
tempted into unfairness. Believing 
that the great principle of freedom 
of the press is at stake, we must do 
what we can to uphold it. No, more 
important service than this can be 
performed by a newspaper, espegial- 
ly at this time. The public, to which 
alone the News acknowledges any 
obligation, may feel sure that this 
paper will continue to serve its in- 
terests as it sees them. To gum up, 
we ghall print the news and tell the 
truth about it—as it is given us to 
gee the truth.’’ 

Delavan Smith, owner, and Charles R. 
Williams, editor of the News, are pre- 
paring to fight efforts to compel their 
appearance in Washington, contending | 
that the libel, if committed at all, was 
committed in Indianapolis. 


RUSSIANIZATION OF THE 
PRESS, BRYAN GALLS IT 


Specta: te the Post-Dispatch, 

LINCOLN, Neb., Feb. 19.—Williain J. 
Bryan, discussing in the Commoner the 
indictments for libel found against the 
owner and editors of the New York 
World and the owners of the Indian- 
apolis News, says: 

“Between decisions like that of Jus- 
tice Wright and libel suits like the 
one instituted against the New York 
World, the Russianization of the Re- 
public’s press seems well along.” 

Declaring it regrettable that Presi- 
dent Roosevelt cannot see himself as 
others see him, Bryan also ridicules 
the President's veto of the census bill 
and intimates there is a good deal of 
the bogus in his protestation of reform. 
Bryan says: 

“President Roosevelt has vetoed the 
bill providing for the taking of the 
next census. He bases. his veto’on the 
clause providing that appointments 
shall be made on the basis of non- 
competitive examinations instead of 
through the civil service, In closing his 
veto message the President protests 
against permitting the griat census 
undertaking to be :narred by permitting 
it to be turned into an engine to 
further the self-interests of that sec- 
tion of the people which makes a pro- 
fession of politics, and then the Presi- 
dent refers to the evil, effects of the 
spous system and of the custom of 
treating appointments to the public 
service as personal perquisites of pro- 
fesional politicians, 

“This must have sounded well in 
the ears of those candidates for the 
Re »ublican nomination for the presi- 
dency who had not the favor of Theo- 
dore Roosevelt. He used the entire 
Federal brigade to further the sgeif- 
interest of that small section of the 
peope which makes a profession of 
politics and is known as the Roose- 
velt-Taft coterie. 

“He treated appointments to the 
public service.as the personal pér- 
quisites of, Theodore Roosevelt, than 
whom no more professional politician 
has ever performed before a delighted 
people. It is possible that with all his 
experience Mr. Roosevelt cannot see 
himeeif as others see him. Does hs 
imagine that the people are simple 
enough to regard as genuine his pre- 
tended inaignation lest the Federal 
brigade be turned into an engine to 
further the self-interest of the smal! 
ecetion of the people which makes a 
yrocenen © of polices?”

courts and the justice of the peace courts and 
establishing in their place a Municipal Court of 
11 divisions to handle all the business of these 
courts, propose a reform of great importance, 
especially ‘to people of small means, who cannot 
well afford expensive litigation. 

The Chief Justice and eleven associate justices 
ofthis court will be elected at large in the city. 
The court will be organized on business princi- 
ples under the supervision of the Chief Justice 
The court will have jurisdiction of all cases 
now tried before the justices of the peace, all 


inal cases now handled by the Court of Crimi- 
Appeal will lie direct to the 


Court of Appeals or to the Supreme Court. And 
it is provided that on appeal there shall be no 


| reversal on technicalities unless a miscarriage 


of justice would result. 

The judges must be lawyers and the court 
will be a court of record. The constables, who 
are now, in too many courts, a drag on justice, 
are abolished and their places are taken by a 
bailiff and deputies. 

In short, the design of the bill is to provide 
speedy and economical trials of minor causes 
which shall not be subject to “politics,” and not 
conducted as so much horseplay. The court will 
be a real fountain of justice beyond the reach 
of the influences which have made the justices’ 
courts by turns a reproach and a jest. 

Under the present system time is wasted in 
the justices’ courts, and, when a case comes 
before the Circuit Court, it must be tried de 
novo. In such circumstances the wealthy and 
influential can, by dilatory action, put off the 


by mere delay and the employment of technical- 
ities; in many cases, procure the defeat of justice. 
The Municipal Court will put an end to such 
tactics and afford the poorest citizen an even 
chance with the wealthiest. The principle in- 
volved in a trifling claim for $100 is quite as 
important as that involved in one for $1,000,000 
And it is right that the minor cause should 
have the same intelligent and careful legal con- 
sideration from the first step in the litigation 
to the last, as is granted the rich man who 
makes claim for a million. 

For years the Post-Dispatch has advocated an 
improved system of minor jurisdiction and has 
supported every measure framed with that end 
in view. This proposed Municipal Court, mod- 
eled upon that which has proved so successful 
and satisfactory in Chicago, seems to meet the 


need,

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GOT THE MAN HIGHER UP. 

The conviction of W. W. Ramsey, the Pittsburg 
banker charged with bribing members of the City 
Council, is a substantial answer to the wide- 
spread demand to “get the man higher up.” 

People have, until very recently looked com- 
placently upon such offenses committed by rich 
and powerful citizens bent upon obtaining pub- 
lic favors, and unscrupulous as to the means 
employed. When the crimes are exposed the 
small fry, the “cheap men,’ who are bribed, 
have been prosecuted and often convicted. But 
it seems to have been taken for granted that the 
bribe-giver, often the man who instigates the ne- 
farious transaction, should be allowed to go scot- 
free. This Pittsburg case puts another face on the 
matter and inspires the hope that to both law 
and public opinion all criminals shall look alike, 
no exemptions being granted on account of 
wealth or social or political influence. 

It is a consummation devoutly to be wished 
Ever since Circuit Attorney Folk began the graft 
prosecutions in St. Louis eight years ago, there 
has been a growing belief that only by getting 
the men higher up could graft in public business 
be suppressed once for all time. And the con- 
viction of W. W. Ramsey is one of the first 
fruits of this educated public sentiment. 
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Another paroled convict whose record shows 
that he ought to have been either in the peni- 
tentiary or an asylum, has been arrested for a 
peculiarly atrocious crime. The parole system 
bas good points, but it is in danger of being ir- 
reparably damaged by carelessness and abuse. 
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MONEY AND MORALS. 

If any man in or near St. Louis is engaged in 
an attempt to artificially increase the price of 
one of the necessaries of life, he is likely to run 
counter to the public welfare. But if, in doing so, 





‘he ‘brings ten or twenty millions of dollars to the 


people of the Southwest, that involves another 
element for consideration. Again, if he, by spec- 
tacular methods, seizes a gigantic fortune in 4 
few months by manipulating the market, he is 
likely to offer an example to young men which 
may affect their careers injuriously. These ques~ 
tions will be discussed after the facts and fig- 
urs in an article ‘in the coming Sunday Post- 
Dispatch have been read. It gives much ground 
for thought. 

Another interesting feature in this publication 
is the revelations by a millionaire scientist, who 
has achieved with land in the Southwest, costing 
him 60 cents an acre, and labor costing only 25 
cents per day, results as great as Missouri farm- 
ers get from land costing $100 an acre with labor 
at $1 a day. He has no land for sale nor scheme 
to boom nor section to advertise, and works only 
for the welfare of his countrymen. 

An article which will interest St. Louls bond- 
holders as well as lawyers, will tell about the 
remarkable plan of a town near St. Louis, which 
proposes to move out from under its corporate 
debt, taking the houses and the people and chil- 
dren, and leaving the bondholders “holding the 
bag.” 

These are only “straws” indicating some of 
the absorbing special features of strong local and 
territorial interests in the coming Sunday Post- 
Dispatch.

Pulliam refuses to resign, he says, and 
will fight to the ditch to prevent being 
ousted from his position at the head 
of the organization. At this time, when 
the baseball politics which Pulliam so 
ripped up in his speeches is the focus 
of popular attention, it is unlikely that 
the big men of the game will take part 
In any further? mud-slinging contests and 
that the matter will be allowed to rest 
until the next election of officers. In 
the meantime, Secretary and Treasurer 
Heydler of the League was appointed 
yesterday to act as president while Pul- 
liam is enjoying his vacation. That 
Pulliam will be re-elected.is not gener- 
ally believed, even by his many friends 
and well-wishers. 

Pulliam, since the memorable Merkle 
Incident in the league championship 
race of last year, at New York, called 
upon him to make an unpleasant ae- 
cision, has felt the strain of his of- 





ficial duties. He himself says he has 
been overwrought and overworked to 
the point of a breakdown, and he shows 
the effects of the strain. 

The events that led up to the Chicago 
meetings, involving the row between 
Murphy of the Cubs and the National 
Commission, bore heavily on him, and 
when he arrived at Chicago this week 
in advance of the schedule meeting his 
first step was to denounce Murphy. 
Notwithstanding that club owner apolo- 
gized to Dreyfuss and to the National 
Commission, Pulliam was _ still unap- 
peased and threatened to cut loose at 
the meeting with the bribery case, the 
reopening of the ticket scandal, de- 
nunciations of his’ enemies and other 
political skyrockets. He refrained 
from breaking out, however, and for 
two days it was thought that the meet- 
ings wou.d pass off without any un- 
pleasant climax. 


Climax Came With Tirade 


Delivered at Big Banquet 


UT at the banquet given by Chas. 
kK Comiskey, Pulliam’s grievance, 
long dammed up, broke out into 

a violent denunciation of Owner Mur- 
phy, of Brush, Ebbets and Dreyfuss, 
alleging a conspiracy to unseat him 
from the presidency and of unfair meth- 
ods employed by club owners. Pulliam 
followed this up yesterday with a card 
fn which he stated that money-mad- 
hess would prove the undoing of base- 
ball promoters, among whom, he added, 
were mary “cheap’’ men, whose sole 
@esire was to pile up dollars and not 


{- @avance sport. He added that he would 


not resign his position, but that he 
would refuse to attend any more league 
meetings until he got a ‘‘square deal.”’ 
He did not say what he thought that 
ought te be. 

Friends tried to induce Pulliam to 
moderate his utterances and to change 
his views. But he continued talking 
in the same strain and refused to be 
present at the meetings of the league. 
He kept the other members of the Na- 





tional Commission waiting for hours. 


The magnates apparently thought that 
Pulliam was seriously ill, and, indeed, 
he had stated he was, from overwork 
and worry over baseball problems and 
decided that a vacation was best for 
him. At their meeting yesterday after- 
noon they decided to grant him an in- 
definite period:of rest at full pay. 


Last night, following the close of the 
meetings, friends of Pulliam endeavored 
to induce him to remain in Chicago. 
éven going so far as to hold up his bag- 
gage and try to make him miss his 
train; but Pulliam eluded them and 
came here, 


The naming of Heydler as acting pres- 
ident of the league, which also makes 
him a member of the National Commis- 
sion, is believed by many to be 
the ending of the baseball career of 
Harry Pulliam. The magnates didn’t 
dare discharge him openly, because 
there was no cause. Pulliam had been 
absolutely honest in all his remarks.

ROOSEVELT TAKES INDIAN’S 
HEAD OFF THE NEW PENNIES 


Lincoln’s Likeness to Be Substituted 
_—Washington Startled by 


Innovation. 
By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 19.—President 


Roosevelt has ordered the most startling 
innovation ever made in the coinage of 
the country. He has approved 4 design 
for a cent piece which is to bear the 
figure of Lincoln's head instead of the 


so-called Indian head that has been used 
since the coinage of copper cents of 
the present size was begun. 

Hitherto the metallic coinage of the 
country has never borne the figure of 
any particular person. Instead of fol- 
lowing the European eoinage habit—that 
of having all coins bear the head of the 
reigning monarch—American mints have 
produced pieces bearing the heads of 
either Liberty or the American Indian. 
The portraits of eminent Americans 
have been engraved on banknotes, treas- 
ury notes and stamps, but not hitherto 
on coins, 

President Lincoln will be the first 
American whose memory will be honored 
by having a coin struck with his like- 
ness. The new coin is to appear in 
about a month, unless President Taft 
should decide to restore the Indian head,
